BOISE — The U.S. Forest Service 
will gain control over all public lands 
In northern, central and easternmost 
Idaho, and the U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management will administer federal 
lands In the southern part of the state 
under a reorganization plan announc* 
ed Wednesday. 

Officials of the two agencies said 
the government could save $2.5 
million to $3 million annually In Idaho 
by trading management of lands and 
eliminating duplication. Nationwide, 
federal officials said swapping con* 
trol of 35 million acres of land will 
' yield $30 million or more In savings. 

In Idaho, the Forest Service and 
BLM no longer will manage parcels 
scattered throughout the state. In- 
stead, each will administer regions, 

' and agency heads hope that will bring 
about cost-saving r^uctlons In per- 
sonnel, travel and other areas. , 

The Bureau of Land Management 
stands to give the Forest Service 3.3 
million acres in the state, and the 
Forest Service could transfer 800,000 
acres to the BLM, Stan Tlxler, Forest 
Service regional forester, said Wed- 
nesday. 

The Forest Service then would con- 
■trol 22.8 million acres and the BLM 
would manage 9.4 million acres. Tlx- 
icr emphasized the figures are pre- 
liminary. • 

The dividing line for the land stret- 
ches along the foothills of mountain 
ranges In the southern port of the 
state. The Forest Service will assume 


.control of lands to the north, Including 
huge tracts of BLM grazing lands. 

Shoshone District BLM district 
manager Chuck Haszicr said his 
district would give up control of 50,000 
acres of BLM land north of U.S. 20. 
approximately where Uie mountain 
foothills begin. That territory in- 
cludes some mining areas and graz- 
ing lands. 

The BLM would take over 
management of all lands to the south. 
For instance, Sawtooth Forest Super- 
visor Ron Stolcson said management 
of 600,000 acres in the Cassia (South 
Hills), Sublett, Albion and Black Pine 
divisions of the Sawtooth Forest in 
Idaho, as well os the Raft River divi- 


sion in Utah, would bo transferred to 
the BLM. 

The entire Humboldt . National 
Forest In Nevada, which Includes the 
Jarbidge Wilderness just south of the 
Idaho state line, also would come 
under BLM control. 

Both Tixlcr and Idaho BLM Director 
Clair Whitlock said land users will 
feel' little Impact from the change. 
“The change to the using public is 
that they may be dealing with a new 
set of agency employees," Whitlock 
said. 

The land trades will benefit ran- 
chers by cutting out some of Uic-red 
tape they need to get grazing permits. 
Many in ' southern Idaho graze 


animals on neighboring tracts of BLM 
and Forest Service lands. Instead of 
needing two grazing permits, they 
now will only need one. 

Also under the plan, the Forest Sc^ 
vice will start administering mineral 
resources on the lands it controls. 
Even in National Forests, the BLM 
officially ' has supervised mineral 
rights, claims and leases in the post. 

In return," the BLM will start 
managing lands on which three 
southern Idaho ski areas — among 
them Pomerelle and Magic Mountain 
— are located. The Forest Service 
will be given the BLM's task of 
managing wild horses in the Challis

Tlxler said the directors of the BLM 
and the Forest Service agreed 
“something needed lo be done." but 
were unable to agree on the scope of 
the changes, as were officials at lower 
levels of the agencies.

Before any change can happen, 
Congress must approve the plans, 
because the Forest Service and the 
BLM operate their respective lands 
under different laws. 

Id the meantime, each agency will 
continue develi^ment of land use 
plans. The proposal also will not 
change any mining claims, leases, 
grazing ri^ts or other public uses of 

t he lands, said Stoleson. 

The swaps have been endorsed' by 
Sen.

Holy Zeus, let’s wish 
for a Greek revival 

The way students learn today, if you said the name 
"Troy,” many would think of a grimy, Industrial city 
in upstate New York. 

How many would think of the legendary city in Asia ‘ 
Minor where the Aachians defeated King Priam by the 
stealth of a hollow wooden horse and, not incidentally, 
gave rise to the story from which modern literature is 
derived? 

. The thought may be frightening, but go back and 
read Homer occasionally. In the modem translations 
(we like the one by Rotert Fitzgerald), the Iliad the 
Odyssey are still stirring tales of war, love, revenge 
and atonement. Infinitely better than Star Wars or 
Dallas. 

• They are sagas of man’s fate and. destiny, of the 
character of gods and mortals, both venal and noble. In 
that regard, they have much to say to us today, 
although our forms of government are different and 
languages dissimilar. 

We were reminded of The Iliad again this week by 
the report that a Harvard University lln^istic scholar 
has discovered an ancient line of poetry relating to 
Troy that may predate Homer’s poem by 500 years. If 
true, it would suggest that the Trojan War was a real 
event,, the description of- which was passed down and 
finally written by Homer. 

The scholar’s analysis stems from the line’s phras- 
ing “When they came from steep Wilusa’’ (Ilios, the 
ancient name of Troy), suggesting the start of a nar- 
rative story. Homer also calls the city “steep Ilios,’’ 
another tantalizing clue. 

A brief tour through today’s news suggests how little 
the concerns of men change, despite the centuries. We 
are still concerned with families and love. We still deal 
with famine and destitution. We still find nations at 
war over real estate and honor. 

With such lessons to be taught, we wonder why 
schools ever let the teaching of classics fade; 
significantly, it is coming back in many places, 
although not much yet In Idaho. 

Maybe someday, we will again find Latin and Greek 
taught in our schools. Now-there’s a thought to put the 
fear of Zeus into your average high schooler! Wouldn’t 
itbenlce? j

That’s the curious thing about the Goetz debate. 
After the Initial arguments have been slated on 
both sides, there is no next paragraph. 

Both sides recognize the clement of truth In the 
opposing view. ’This ambivalence Js reflected in 
the refusal of a Manhattan grand jury to indict 
GoeU for attempted murder while charging him 
on weapons counts toat could, conceivably, keep 
him in prison for several years. 

And, despite the widely reported initial waveof 
sympathy for Goetz, a recent Post-ABC news poll 
showed people evenly divided between Uie Isvo 
views. But no one seems to have any clear idea of 
what this fasclhatlng event implies for the coun- 
try’s future and what. If anything, should be done'”' 
to alter that course. 

A decade ago newspapers and TV shows would 
have been filled with learned commentary about 
the legacy of poverty and discrimination that pro- 
duces young punks armed with screwdrivers. Ex- 
perts In education, welfare and public administra- 
tion would have prescribed new or expanded gov- 
ernment programs, and politicians would have 
rushed to inti^uce legislation dealing com- 
prehensively with the causes and symptoms of this 
social disorder. 

But now about the only person who has express- 
ed any of the traditional concerns is Goetz himself. 
Speaking through his lawyer, Joseph Kclner, at a 
S^atc hearing, Goetz siunmarizcd his tangled 
thoughts on social Justice and the meaning of his . 
recent and earlier experiences with hoodlums: 
"Why couldn’t those kldshave gotten jobs?” 

The flippant response Is that they could have. 
Anecdotes aside, many people know firsthand at 
least one — and perhaps many — young people 
who, despite being bom Into the roost adverseof 
circumstance, managed through a combination 







of grit, luck and on occasional helping hand to 
make at least a decent place for themselves in the 
world. 

But it is simply fatuous to ignore the fact that the 
odds ore heavily stacked against the average kids 
— maybe kids with temperaments and endow- 
ments not unlike your kid’s or mine — who arc 
unable toovcrcomc the manifold disadvantage of 
being bom in today’s urban ghettos. 

CiaudeBrown, whose famous autobiography, 
"ManchUd in the Promised Land,” told of his own 
redemption from a life of youthful hooliganism, 
revisited today’s Harlem, which he described In an 
article In The New York ’Time Magazine let 
September. • 

New York, of course, is not the only city where 
violent youth terrorize neighborhoods. Chicago, 
Detroit and some of the newer cities of the 
Southwest have as much or more violent crime. 
What should be done about it? 

Part of the answer is more cops, more judges 
and — yes — more and belter prisons. That’s ex- 
pensive but necessary. Claude Brown observes 
that examples of unrestrained violenceon the 
streets breed more such behavior among youthful 
observers. He notes with Irony how well two cur- 
rent New York s^j^es — murder and lax law en- 


forcement — "complement each other.” Slow and 
uncertain punishment is understandably in- 
furiating to the victimized publfc as well. Bcr- 
.nhard Goetz's apparently obsessive desire for 
vengeance was fed by his belief that his earlier at- 
tackers had gone unpunished. 

Of the many billions spent in the last two de- 
cades on social programs, the vast bulk w^ for 
Social Security and medical benefits for thiaged 
and disabled. Welfare aid for families atit^led, 
and programs that aim toput disadvantage Idc^ 
on the right track early in life, such as the suc- 
cessful Head Start program, haven't been funded 
adequately. 

The country has spent trillions on defense, and 
yet we are told we are still weak. Noone concludes 
from that admlssloq.that we now simply ought to 
throw In the towel and disarm ourselves. And yet It 
Is much more likely that the average citizen will 
find his life and possessions — as as the 

general quality of this country's life — Uu^tened 
by home-bred assassins than by foreign Invaders. 
Social justice and domestic sc<^ty don't come 
cheap either.

Novels off er children insight into lives 



If you don’t like reality, shut your eyes; it disap- 
pears. That^s the unspoken rationale behind the 
challenges to Judy Blumc’s juvenile novels. 

There are many explanations would-be censors 
give for attempting to ban books; philosophical, 
religious, or political offensiveness; explicit sex- 
uality or violence; and inappropriate Information 
or offending language. Naturally, you never hear a 
censor use "reality denial” os Justification. 

According to the American Library Associa- 
tion’s publications, Judy Blumc’s juvenile fiction 
has been challenged in school districts in at least 
18 states since 1980. Reasons for these challenges 
range from "undermining the authority of teach- 
ers and parcnts'.'.to the "treatment of immorality 
and voyeurism.” 

Despite the contempt of some adults, Judy 
Blume is very popular with elementary school 
children. Most of her books are checked out at 
school libraries. It took persistence to locate Just 
six of her Juvenile novels. 

What arc the immoral issues which Judy Blume. 
treats with such abandon in her books? If the six 
books 1 read are any indication of the themes In Uic 
rest of her novels, 1 heartily recommend them to 
students. 

•The One In the Middle Is the Green Kangaroo 
Is a story about theproblcms of second grader, 
Freddy Dlsscl, who Is a middle child feeling "like 
the peanut butter part of a sandwich, squeezed be- 
tween” his older brother and younger sister. The 
book is written for a primary-level school child, 
about the age of the little hero, and from that 
perspective. Belnga middle child Is an uncomfor- 
table situation for many children. 

•Blubber is a novel about pre-tocnage social In-

tcracUons— in particular, a class of fifth graders' 
cruelty to on overweight child and to one another. 
It also touches on the meaning of friendship, ques- 
tions of righted wrong, and the fear of a domi- 
nant child Irnhc class. 

The book’s message is amoral one. And If the 
heroine, Jill, calls one of her teachers a "bitch,” 
and later coils her brother an "ass” it is a minor 
point in this sllcc-of-llfeof on 11-year old. learning 
about Important human Issues. The reader secs 
the world from Jill’s viewpoint, not from the view- 
point of on unsvmpathctlc adult Judging a child. 

•Otherwise Known as Sbella the Great deals 
with a 10-year old’s fear of moving, of making new 
friends, of admitting shortcomings, and of learn- 
ing to be honest with oneself and friends. 

In one scene Sheila and her girl friend lie to her 
mother. 'The lying undoubtedly evokes the charge 
of undermining parental authority. However. Uic 
novel neither prescribes, nor proscribes lying. It 
merely describes it. 

Shall we pretend that children don't ever lie? 
Shall wc pretend we didn’t lie as children, or that 
we don’t as adults? Shall we exercise a tittle reali- 
ty denial? 

•Superfudge concerns 12-ycar old Peter Hat- 
cher who has a younger brother Farley who calls ' 
himself Fudge, and a newborn sister. Peter feels 
left out of important family decisions like Uic deci- 


sion to move to Princeton, like making room for 
another sibling. 

In the novel Peter learns to adjust to his chang- 
ing family. His problems are repeat^ every day 
, in every town In America. Whatjs wrong with hav- 
ing a children’s literature which reflects a child’s 
view of family problems in modem America? 

•Then Again, Maybe I Won’t finds sixth grader, 
Tony Magllone, fighting to maintain his IdenUty 
after his family suddenly becomes wealthy, llie 
novel reflects a child's fear of moving to another 
town, of an awareness of his sexuality, oi growing 
up and learning to be hlnisclf. 

•Tiger Byes takes the reader into the sad world 
of high school student Davey Wexler whose father 
was shot during a hold-up of his store and died In 
her arms. Wc share her agony, distrust, and her 
slow path back to some equilibrium. It’s a story of 
the ability of human nature to'seek Its own balance 
and health. Its the story of Icaralng to cope with 
the violent, unexpected death of one you love. 

I have purposely tried to read books with some 
sensitivity to UTc criticism levelled at them. But I 
consistenUy found that the reality each book seeks- 
to illuminate for children Is partly built upon those 
elements which censors nltplk. Sexuality, anger, 
irustratlon. cruelty, name calling are all part oi a 
child's world. They are there whether adults wish 
it or not. We can choose to turn away from that 
reality, but it remains Uiere. 

Let us hope that Judy Blume's books remain in 
our libraries — to give children some Insight into 
t he complexity of their lives.

With opposition coming from a variety of fronts, 
the House State Affairs Committee decided Wed- 
nesday to drop both bills it was considering to 
raise the drinking age. 

There were no recorded ballots, but the voice 
voles were overwhelmingly In favor of making no 
decision this year. \ 

Some legislators said since a federal law requlr-' 
Ing states to raise the drlnltingage to21 doesn’t go 
into effect until the fall oLi986. the 1986 Legislature 
can take up the mattery^ 

Some lawmakcrs^on the 21-membcr House 


committee objected to raising the drinking age; 
others didn't like the two particular bills introduc- 
ed this session. And some lawmakers, such as 
Rep. Ron Oane. R-Nampa, a teetotaler, said he 
didn’t like the federal government "blackmailing” 
stales into adopting laws. 

One propo^, sponsored by Rep. Linden 
Bateman. R-Idaho Falls, raised the legal drinking 
ageto2lcffecliveOcl.i,i986. .• 

That’s the date when the federal law goes into ef- 
fect, and Bateman said Idaho could lose up to $14 
inlllion in federal highway funds if It doesn't boost 
the drinking age lo21. 

A competing bill raised the drinking age. but ex- 
panded the hoius far drinking. 'That measure, 
^nsored by Rep. Dean Haagenson, R-Cocur 
d’Alene, allowed taverns to close at 2 a.m., instead 
of 1 a.m.. and to sell lltjuor on Sundays and holi- 


days except Christmas. 

“I don’t like either bill,” said Rep. Patricia 
McDermott, D-Pocatello. "This change would 
foster total contempt and disregard for the laws,” ' 
shcsald. 

Ms. McDermott said she had "a real problem” 
with state laws that declare 18 and 19-year-olds 
mature enough to sit as jurors in trials where a 
person could be sentenced to death, yet deny them 
the richt to drink legally.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Reagan Intends to propose 
eliminating the revenue sharing pro- 
gram for local governments a year 
earlier than expected as part of (he 
budget he will send to Congress next , 
week, sources disclosed Wednesday. 

These sources, who spoke only on 
condition they not be identified, said 
Uie move to dose the program at the 
end of the current fiscal year would 
save $3 billion In 1980 and $4.C billion a 
year thereafter. 

The proposed savings will be port of 
a long list of spending freezes, pro- 
gram cuts and reforms designed to 
reduce the deficit by $51 billion in the 
fiscal year that begins on Oct. 1.

MIAMI — A hospital whose study 
.on the healing effects of chicken soup < 
grabbed worldwide attention six 
years ago Is now selling Its own broth. 

Mount' Sinai Medical Center's 
research, published In Chest 
' magazine In 1978, found that the same 
hot chicken soup often served to cold 
and flu sufferers is clinically effective 
In clearing stuffy noses and heads. 

The Mayo Clinic confirmed some of 
those findings in its October .newslet- 
ter, saying, "Next time you come 
down with a head cold, try hot home- 
made chicken soup before heading to 
the pharmacy." 

"Every year, around flu season, we 
get colls from reporters around the 
country confirming the research and 
offering their readers new recipes." 

' said Mount Sinai President Cal 
‘Kovens. 

"We thought having chicken soup 
manufacture under our own label 
would makq a nice memento for 
friends of Mount Sinai as well as our 
patients and visitors." 

The 10',^-ounce can of kosher, gold- 
en-colored broth, labeled "Mount 
Sinai Medical Center Chicken Soup," 
went on sale at the hospital gift store 
lost month at the heart of the influen- 
za season. About 3,000 cans have 
either been sold or distributed free of 
charge to civic and donor groups, said 
Judy Stanton, a spokeswoman for the 
Miami Beach hospital. ' 

Although tl>c soup bears the name 
of the hospital, it is produced and 
packaged by the New Jersey-based 
Monlschcwitz Food Products Corp„ 
which distributes a long line of kosher 
products. The hospiti^ paid about 
$7,000 for the initial 10,000 cans It 
received from ManlschcwiU, Mrs. 
Stanton said. 

Bach of the yellow, blue and white 
cons, which selLfor JU9, extols the 
virtue of eating chicken soup: 

"Wliat mother doesn't know about 
the healing value of chicken soup? .... 
Medical research proved what 
mamas the world over always know, 
that chicken soup Is not only good, it's 
good for you, especially if you have a 
cold." 

But most moms around world pro- 
bably don’t add monosodium 
glutamate, olcorcsin tumeric and 
potato starch, listed as tiirce of the 
soup’s ingredients. X 
"We were conceVned about the 
MSG. But we couldn't ask them 
(Manlschewltz) to change their 
recipe for such a small quantity of 
soup," said Mrs. Stanton. 

She said Dr. Marvln^ckncr, who 
headed the research Icam on the 
chicken soup study, also was ‘con- 
cerned about the use of the. flavor 
enhancer that reporte^y causes, 
various mild reactions to some people ^ 
who use it. But she said he believed 
the ingredient was probably added in 
small quantities. 

There are no plans to market the 
sotQ) outside the hospital, unless there 
Is a demand, Mrs. Stanton said. 

“We're not In it for a profit," she 
said. "We Just wanted something to 
give away to donor and civic groups 
... (and) for visitors to buy for pa- 
tients."

Plan to combine 
3 school districts 
backed in Hansen

' HANSEN — Hansen school patrons voted 44-0 In 
favor ol theconcept of consolidation of the Hansen, 
Kimberly and Murtaugh school districts lii a straw 
vote Tuesday night. 

Even if. the consolidated high school were to be 
built ifi Kimberly, 39 still favored a merger. With 
the building in Hansen, 42 favored consolidation. A 
location between Klr^riy and Hansen got 28 
votes and a location east of Hansen towards Mtuv 
taughgotBvotes. , 

The vekes followed a two-hour Information ses- 
sion conducted by Jim Wright of Kimberiy and 
other members of the ad hoc consolidation study 
committee, ofwhlchhcwasthc^alnnan. 

Using what he colled “a simple wild guess”. 
Hansen superintendent Richard Smith esllmalcd 


that Increased annual busing costs for a con- 
solidated district with a high school in the vicinity, 
ol Hansen would be W.OOO for regular bus routes 
S17.000 for an activities bus to lake 
athletes and club members home later In the even- 
ing. 

, The Hansen district currently has about 27 per- 
wnl of the assessed valuation of the combined 
districts. Smith said. With the construction of a 
hyclro^wer co-generaUon plant by the Twin Falls 
Canal Co. In Hansen, Its percentage might jump to 
30 percent. Smith said. 

With the building of the plant, everyone's tax 
rate to repay the bond for building projects would 
bo reduced. 

Whether or not the plant is built in Hansen, 
Kimberly would have about 44 percent of the 
asse.<5sed valuation and Murtaugh’s would drop 
from29to2fi. 


. The current enrollment figures Indicate that the 
Hansen district would supply, aboyt 25 percent of 
the students, Kimberly would supply 60 percent, 
and Murtau^ would supply 15 percent. .• 

The present rale of bonded Indebtedness f6r 
Hansen Is $12.53 per $10,000 of assessed valuation, 
Smith said. If a $4 million bond to build a con- 
solidated high school were passed, the rate would 
jump to $37.19. For a $5 million bond, the rate 
would jump to $43.55, saldSmilh. 

Before the straw vole. Smith told the Hansen 
patrons that quality of education and the effect on 
the community were among the factors to be con- 
sidered In deciding whether or not to consolidate 
school districts. 

"The most crucial question Is; Are you willing to 
pick up the tab?" Smith said. 

More than 80 people attended the meeting.

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Medical team 
being sought 
to give aid

TWIN FALLS — Physicians and 
nurses are invited to apply for a 
place on a Northwest Medical Team 
that will provide short-term 
emergency aid to the people of 
' Ethiopia. 

In Magic Valley, two projects are 
schedule to help finance the ex- 
penses of the team, said the Rev. 
Aaron Knapp of Twin Falls, who Is 
an area coor^nator for the project. 

Knapp Is organizing a fund raiser 
among school . childi^ on -Valen- 
tine’s Day. He will challenge the 
children to donate the equivalent of 
a school lunch to finance the medi- 
cal team. 

He also has written to churches in 
the Magic Valley and asked each 
congregation to respond Feb. 10 
with a love offering, said Knapp, 
who Is pastor of the Church of the 
Nozarcnc. 

The proceeds wlU help cover the 
expenses of the medical .team, 
which Is privately funded and ad- 
ministered under the auspices of the 
World Vision organization, Knapp 
said. World Vision is an Interna- 
tional Christian service group. 

Knapp added that 80 percent of 
the money raised will go directly to 
pay the expenses of the medical 
team In the field. Those expeiues 
will be minimal. 

The remaining money will pay 
administration of the program. Two 
airlines already have donated 
passage to the country for the team, 
he added. 

A team composed of doctors and 
nurses from Washington, Oregon 
and Idaho left Tuesday to provide 
medical aid to the starvation 
plagued people of Ethiopia, Knapp 
said. The group will stay about two 
months. 

Three health professionals from 
the Magic Volley have applied for 
the next tour. 

While the food supply to the 
African ^country was adequate, 
short-term medical help was- need- 
ed, he added. The mt^ical teams 
will help provide that aid. 

Health professionals with training 
In nutrition and pediatrics arc par- 
ticularly encouraged to apply. 

"Due to the political situation, the ^ 
paperwork processing for medical 
personnel is tedious work," stated 
Kenneth H. Pearsall of Boise, the 
state coordinator for the project. 
"Therefore, on future Ethiopian 
teams, we will place emphasis on 
people who can stay 90 days In (he 
Northwest Medical Team camp."

Credit official 
says PCA has 
strong rating

. TWIN FALES — The Eastern Idaho 
production Credit Association stands 
as one of the three most solid of the 27 
associations In the Northwest, a top 
officia) from the Farm Credit Banks 
of Spokane said.' 

Joseph Dubay, vice presld^t for 
supervision, told borrowers and 
sto^oldcrs at the association’s an- 
nual meeting in Twin Falls that the 
Pocatello-bascd PCA, which operates 
in .the Magic Valley,’ emerged from 
1984 with 98.8 percent of its loan port- 
folio in collectible condition — a good 
record in difficult times. 

Association executives reported 
$485,000 in earnings from all opera- 
tions under its control. At the same 
time, they said that one transaction 
forced by the Federal Intermediate 
Credit Bank of Spokane — its parent 
bank — threw the PCAs 1984 earnings 
more than $1 million In the red. 

The FICB dug into stock reserves 
contributed by the Eastern Idaho 
PCA and others in the system to make 
up losses from failed PCAs, such as 
Uic Southern Idaho PCA, said Stanley 
McDaniel, treasurer for the Eastern 
Idaho PCA. - 

As a result, the FICB used up dose 
to $1.5 million of the $2 million worth 
of stock reserves the Eastern Idaho 
PCA had invested by law over a 
number of years, he said. 

The Impairment of that stock will 
not affect the operation or reserves of 
the Eastern Idaho PCA, the officials 
hastened to note.

BuhLdistrict to ask 
for plant facilities levy 


BUHL - The Buhl School District 
will once ogain ask residents to vote 
In April on a plant facilities levy to 
repair existing school buildings. 

Superintendent Gus Splropulos 
received opprovol at Tuesday night's 
board meeting to send the parents of 
students a questionnaire asking if 
tlicy will support a levy and whether 
Uicy would like the levy to be $95,000 
per year for five or eight years. 

Last August a plant facilities levy 
-that would have raised $95,000 a year 
for eight years fell short of the two- 
Uilrds majority required, but a onc- 
ycar maintenance and operations 
levy for $143,000 was passed. 

At the next meeting, the board wlU 
decide on Uie cxoct day for the April 
clcction'and If the amount should re- 
main at $95,000. 

"J can’t see anything wrong with 
$95,000," said school board chairman 
Howard Hopkins. "Whatever we get, 
It's not going to be enough."^ 


After the questionnaire is sent 
home to parents, Spiropulos said he 
will be meeting with civic organiza- 
tions and other residents to explain 
why money is needed to repair and 
furnish existing buildings and resur- 
face playgrounds and parking lots. 

At the meeting, the superintendent., 
showed slides demonstrating the con- 
dition of school roofs, walls and' 
asphalt surfaced areas. 

"This (the slide presentation) Is 
what I am going to use to help pro- 
mote the levy," Spiropulos said. 

The disintegration of the roofs Is the 
"biggest” and "most Immediate” 
problem we need to solve, he said.

HAILEY — Blaine County students 
arc getting a short, unexpected vaca- 
tion until Monday because of a flu bug 
that's running rampant through the 
district's schools. 

Superintendent Phil Homer closed 
five of the dlslrict’s six sdiools Wed- 
nesday to combat the bug that has 
forced more than 20 percent of the 
district's students from classes os of 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Only Carey School will remain 
open. 

When Homer made the decision to 
close the doors of all five schools, 
from Kctchum to Bellevue, about 400 
of the district’s 1,875 students were 
gone and more were wailing for rides 
home from their parents. 

Excluding Carey, nearly 25 percent 
of the students in the Wo^ River 
Valley's five schools were sick. 

Wood River Junior High School was 
the hardest hit. Homer clos^ Us 
doors Tuesday after 40 percent of the 
students failed to show up or had gone 
home by the end of the day. 

When the number of absentees con- 
tinued to climb In the other four 
schools In the valley, Homer decided.' 
to close all schools after consulting 
with Halley physician Richard Paris. 

When the declslpq to close was 
made, absentlsm hit 24 percent at 
Hailey Elementary, 13 percent at 
Hemingway Elementary in Ketchum, 
22 percent at Bellevue Elementary 
and 20 percent at Wood River High . 
School. 

Carey had only 2 percent of Its stu- 
dentsout 

Homer says he closed the schools 
for three reasons. 

. First, he says, thq.dlstiict’s state 
support is based on Us average daily 
attendance, and with so many stu- 
dents out, that funding would be hurt. 

Second, he says, with up to SO per- 
cent of. the students out of some 
classes, teachers were wasting their 
time because any Instruction given on 
those days would have to be ^von 
over, 

Third, it is hoped the closure slows 
tliG spread of the outbreak and 


eliminates it sooner. 

That may or may not happen, says 
Paris. 

The flu bug' hitting the area pro- 
bably is a strain that normally lakes 
from six to 10 days to run its course, 
and the five- and four-day closure 
may not be long enough to solve the 
problem, he says. 

Paris says the tests taken to iden- 
tify the strain aren't complete yet, but 
he says the symptoms Indicate it Is an 
outbreak of Influenza A, a viral flu. 

He says the strain normally hits 
suddenly, spreads rapidly- and then 
tapers off slowly. He says this week 
may be the peak of the outbreak, 
which first showed Itself about two 
weeks ago. 

Symtoms are a high fever, muscle 
aches and a weak or Ur^ feeling. 
Paris says the victims generally "feel 
rotten. 

"It’s quite contagious,” he adds. 
Generally, the virus hits children of 
the Junior high age the hardest, with 
adults and young children affected 
the least, Paris says. 

Where the bug came from is hard to 
say, but Paris says a good guess is 
some of the tourists who visited Sun 
Valley over the Christmas holidays. 

He says the strain has a 10 to 14-day 
incubation period, placing the flnt 
contamination In the area at about 
Christmastime. 

"There’s noway to track It.to a cer- 
tain source.” he says. 

The isolation of Carey from the rest 
of the county may account for the lack 
of on outbreak there, Paris says. 

Homer says this Is the first time the 
entire dlsrict has been dosed because~ 
of the flu In the IB years he has been In 
it. 

. However, Individual schools have - 
closed for Illness, as the Junior high 
did last year, he soys. 

Because of the symptoms, Homer 
says the illness has “b^n a tough one 
on the kids," 

In Sun Valley, a spokeswoman at 
the Ketchum-Sun Valley Community 
School, a private Junior high and hl^ 
school, says the school has a hi^er 
rate of illness than normal but not 
enough to close down.

Making more sound with less effort 

Voice teacher now training 
traders in commodity pits

- CHICAGO — A vocal consultanfand former cfioral 
director Is helping to train commodity traders .who 
perform In trading pits and need strong voices to bid 
for pork bellies, not applause. 

“Very often traders know a lot about strategy," said 
' consultant William Rush. “They know a lot about 
markets, the options. But the other half of their skill is 
they've got to communicate It. And It (their voice) 
needs to be loud . . . understandable, and it needs to 
haveendurance." 

“If they had their druthers, they'd shout down 
everybody In the place," said Rush, 43. who lives In 
suburban Evanston. “This is money we're talking 
' about, and they usually will work far too hard" to be 
heard. 

Rushls.offlce Is In the Civic Opera Building, across 
the street from the Chicago Mercantile Exchange and 
three blocks from the Chicago Board of Trade, the na- 
tion’s two largest commodity exchanges. 

There, hundreds of traders jam Into trading pits and 
shout bids for everything from pork bellies and soy- 
beans to British pounds and treasury bills. 

“Essentially what I do is to help them work smart 
instead, of hard, and they end up making a lot rhore 
sound with a lot less effort," Rush said. “They don’t go 
home with sore throats." 


Rush,, who has a master’s degree in voice, is a 
former high school choral director, singer and actor, 
in addition to traders, he and his wife, Kathy, teach 
the principles of voice delivery to singers, actors, 
lawyers^ s^esmen and executives. 

He teaches the traders voice exercises, tells them to 
breathe with their diaphragm and urges them to use a 
higher-pitched voice, which sounds authoritative and * 
louder. 

“Men tend to get away from that because they're 
, afraIdtheywon'tsoundmacbo,"hcsald. 

He urges his clients to speak clearly and to move 
their arm$ so their upper muscles won’t tighten and 
they won’t look "like someone had *zappcd them with 
spray starch." 

Because traders often can’t l^r themselves In the 
hectic trading, he said: “They'll push more, and the 
harder they push, the less sound they'll make. 'Hiey'll 
wind up looking opt^lectic. . . . Their eyes get wide, 
and their skin gets very red. The guys just try loo 
hard.” • 

Rush declined to say how much he charges the one 
to 20 traders be tutors a wetic.

“You con recover what you invest with Bill in a mat- 
ter of minutes," said Mikros.

Mistakes are an integral part of 
the game, even for champions. 
Today’s .example occurred In the 
1983 World Championships. The 
- hand was played In the finals 
between the U.S. and Italy, with the 
U.S. (The Aces) winning a close 
match. 

Against the pushy spade game 
bid by Italy, West led the diamond 
. king and another diamond to East’s 
queen. Blast continued wlUi a low- 
diamond for West to ruff. When 
West produced the spade nine, 
declarer ovemiffed with dummy's 
queen. This play promqted a trump 
trick for East Since declarer also 
had to lose a heart trick, the game 
went down one.' 

South would have made his game 
had he discarded dummy’s heart 
loser Instead of overrufflng West’s 
trump nine. He would play 
dummy’s spade ace to win West's 
trump return (best), ruff a club, 
lead to . the heart king and ruff 
another club. Another heart lead to 
dummy’s ace would allow a thlrcf 
club .ruff..Ieaving.dummy-wlU)-no— 
losers. Declarer can cross to dum* 
my by ruffing a heart with- the— 
trump trey, and dummy’s K*Q of 
trumps and ace of clubs would 
score the rest. 

..The lesson? It seldom pays to 
weaken your trump holding when 
you can discard an unavoidable 
- loser Instead. - -

Threatened A-2 schools seek

BOISE — The time eaiig for neither ' 
reclassification nor redistricting, but 
rethinking. 

That summed iq> the sentiments . 
expressed by officials from Burley, 
Mountain Home, Moscow and Rigby 
high schools at the Idaho High Sdioo! 
A^vlties Association board of direc- 
tors’ meeting Wednes^. 

The session gave sdiool repre- 
sentatives a chance to reqxmd to the 
IHSAA’s proposed olteratioo of A-1/ 
A-2 enrollment limits and suggested 
creation of a sbe-team A-1 league 
which would include three Foi^ 
DlstrictsdMOls. 

' The board will discuss both pro- 
posals today before making any deci- 
sions. 

Not all reaction was negative. As 
expqcted, Mike Erllog, Mlolco High's 
athletic director and president of the 
Gem State Conference, submitted let- 



ters from officials at Pocatello, 
Highland and Twin Palls high schools 
stating their support - for b<^ 
reclassification and redlstrioUng. 
Erilng also reaffirmed his own 
school’s backing for the plans. 

Yet the roost ImpaMtoned pleas 
were those against the IHSAA's pro- 

Mountain Home Principal Larry 
Schiller ^>oke' against re^strlctlng. 
which would thrust his school Into a 


division with Twin Falls, MInleo, 
Bimley, Pocatello and Highland. 

He called the idea of shifting the 
bulk of Mountain Home’s competition 
"very traumatic to me.” 

"Our whole pie Is over here,” 
Schiller went on. "To us, the district 
basketball tournament is like a state 
tournament. (RedlstricUng would be) 
like being moved out of your own 
home." 

Being moved out of A-2 disturbed 
Burley, RIghy and Moscow most. The 
reclassification proposal would drop 
the maximum enrollment limit for 
A-2 schools from 900 to 800, moving 
those three schools and Post Falls in- 
to A-1. 

Burley Siq>erintendent ' Norman 
Hurst a^ Moscow Activities Director 
Larry Verdal both asked the board to 
defer any action until It studied other 
proposals further.

“It might be better to be out of 
place all the time than up-and-down 
on the roller-coaster," Verdal said. 
Rl^y Athletic Director WIf Hopl^ 
eebo^, "This is a little disconcerting 
to me, (he fact that we got Jerked 
arounii.” 

Each sdiool had its own unique 
statement to make. Burley unveiled 
its bid for expansion froip four to five 


classifications; schools with eoroll- 
munts of 1,500 or more; 700-1, SOO*

In making this recommendation, 
Hurst observed that the greater ca- 
pacity for specialized coaching and 
teaching larger schools enjoy 
necessitates (heir separation from 
smaller schools. He added that the 
proposed enrollment limits for each 
classification would be negotiable. 

Verdal stressed that Moscow’s 
enrollment would not exceed 900 In 
the foreseeable future, while Hopkin 
lamented that Rigby lacked the facili- 
ties, funds and staff to vault to A-i.

Cold snap to put stress on deer population

JEROME — If the weatherman Is correct, the first 
real stress on Magic Valley’s wildlife population could 
come the rest of the week In a cold snap. 

With temperatures predicted to reach 25 degrees 
below zero In some parts of the area, "the “mild" 
winter frolicks of deer and elk could be at an end. 

“Our animals are In much better shape right now 
that they were at this time last year. Hopefully they’ll 
come through any cold weather In good shape,” says 
Craig Kvalc, Re^on 4 wildlife manager for the Idaho 
Department of Fish and Gamei 

Kvalc said cold temperatures usually arc harder on 
animals than snow Is, particularly for fawns and older 
members of the herd. But he anticipates that any 
temperatures such as those that have been predicted 
for this week will result In a new wave of depredation 
-complaints from landowners. 


"it was after the cold snap in January lost year that 
It started In the Eden*Hazelton area,” Kvole says. 

He notes that deer have been seen In the area’s des- 
erts the past two weeks. 

“We suspect most of them ore residents, but there Is 
one big concentration of about 250 animals that are 
most . probably mlffrants," he says. “Th^’ve been 
coming Into the fields, working on beet tops and things 
like thot, and going back Into the sagdirush to bed 
down for the day. But If the weather gets really cold, 
they’ll require more food and we suspect If the cold 
snap lasts very long they’ll be moving Into the hay- 
stacks around there.” 

For the most part it has been a quiet week for the 
Jerome office. No new depredation reports have been 
received and feeding continues routinely at the per- 
manent and emergency feedlngsltes. 

The feeding station In the Bliss area appears to have 
stablizcd the movement of thejdesert herd somewhat,

II requires anyone bom after Jan. I, 
1971 to have pas^ the safety class 
before going hunting. 

The measure differs from existing 
law in that beginning hunters ISycars 
of age or older need not take the 
course atpresent. 

There is a growing feeling among 
gamcofficlols that many youngsters 
whoprove too Incompetent topass the 
hunter education class simply wait 
until their 16th birthday. 

That’s the magic date when youths 
can carry a loaded gun with no other 
restriction than the price of a hunting 
licence under current law. 

The change means that you’ll have 
to take the class If you were 14 years 
oldoryoungeron Jan. 1. 

Ifyou'reoldcr than that, you’ll not 
be required to take the class, but your 
children will have to Icam to be safe, 
responsible hunters before buying a 
licence.
